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Last Eriday an old Chinese man 
toddled away from Guadalupe 
Church at Mason and Broadway， 
his feeble body weighted down by 
the bag of free food he had just 
got. He murmured to himself in a 
timid voice， "yo at，720 7120227”

In the first distribution in China- 
town lastEriday, about 712 tons of 
food were given out to“elose to 
4,800 people，accordingto “Ben 
Lau, ceoordinator of the Chinatown 
People In Need (PIN) free food 
program .

And the people came by the hun- 

dreds， When the hastily set up 


distribution facility opened its 
doors at 10 a.m., there was already 
a waiting line，three or four 
abreast，extending for almost a 
block down the stretch of the 
pavement. 

Bags and bags of food, each con- 
taining a Variety of meats，Vege- 
tables，fruits and miscellaneous 
grocery items，worth about $20， 
were given away the whole day to 
almost anyone that was in jline. 
When asked to quote the ratio be- 
tween the Chinese and the non- 
Chinese in the crowd，Lau said， 
“At first, I would say 站 was half 
and half. But at the end of the day， 
90 per cent of the people there 
were Chinese.” 

The crowd was orderly but 
camera-Shy.， 五 ast/TTest photog- 
rapher Connie 再 wang was menac- 
ingly warned by some non-Chinese 
persons in the line not to take pic- 
tures.

Aimoratorium has been 
placed on the entire People JIn 
Need (PIN) program as a result of 
sharp criticisms from the Symbio- 
nese Liberatiom Army (SLA) as to 
how the program has been run， 

In a statement issued Monday，

ASIAN/LATINO GROUPS 
JOIN AIRLINES SUIT 
Dear 也 ditor: 


On February 25，1974，the U.S. 
Justice Department notified Chi- 
nese for Affirmative Acetion that a 
diserimination Suit against United 
Airlines brought on behalf of 
blacks and women has been 
revised to_ include Spanish-sur- 
names and Asians. 

This revision resulted fromi ac- 
tivities injitiated by Minorities for 
Affirmative Acetion (MAA)，a 
group of Spanish-surnamed and 
Asian employees at Uiiited Air- 
lines。 These employees of the 
airlines contacted Chinese for 
Affirmative _ Action (CAA)，the 
Pilipino Organizing Committee 
(POC)，Asian Law Caucus，the 
Mexican AmericanLegal Defense 
Fund (MALDEF), and La Raza in 
October and November of 1973 for 
assistance in revising the Suit. 

In _ early January，Chinese ”for 
Affirmative Action arranged for 
members of MAA at United Air- 
lines to meet with Justice Depart- 
ment lawyers to discuss the impli- 
cations of the suit and the neces- 
sity of including Asians and Span- 
ish-surnamed peoples in the suit. 

In a follow-up letter to J. Stanley 
Pottinger，assistant attorney genm- 
eral of the Civil Rights Division in 
the Justice Department，CAA 
pointed out that“. . . the present 
Suit as it now reads is much too 
narrow and definitely does not re- 
flect the needs of the West Coast 
population. Individuals from these 
other ethnic groups feel that the 
discriminatory practices of United 
Airlines affects them to the same 
degree that blacks and women are 
affected.

Three men were 
killed and the notrth wing of the 
building was destroyed， The inci- 
dent，though never confirmed as 
accidental, was at first used to cast 
doubts on the hotels fitness for 
living. 
9Shorenstein refused to sign the 
lease immediately after the fire，and 
Mayor Alioto even suggested that 
the tenants move into a “bigger and 
better” hotel 一 a condemned 
building in the citys crime-fled 
Tenderloin district.， Only a_ heated 
Picketing eftort at City_ Hall and 
Shorenstein's offices by students， 
community groups，and most 
importantly the tenants themselves， 
influenced the owner to negotiate a 
new lease. 


JIn the 1972 eviction attempt, the- 


tenant iconflict even wove into a 
presidential campaign. That year， 
Democratic presidential candidate 
Hubert Humphrey selected Shoren- 
stein to be his Northern California 
finance chairman. Though Hum- 
bhrey ran on a platform Supporting 
the workingman, the poor,， and the 
people's right to low-cost housing, 让 
was obvious 9horenstein's plans to 
turn the hotel into a parking lot did 
not SUupport any Such objectives. 
As an open Supporter of Hum- 
phrey，his Position soon became 
,untenable.， Carrying signs readin8g， 
“Humphrey， kick rich landlords o 住 
youUr stafft; ”and “Humphrey，tell 
9horenstein not to evict us,， the 
tenants finally forced Shorenstein to 
recognize- and negotiate with the 
newly formed International Hotel 
Tenants Association (IHTA)，This 
occurred only after the hotel s pre- 
vious representative，the United 


Pilipino Association，failed to Pro- 
tect the hotel tenants，and the ten- 
ants themselves took action. 


SECRECY 

JIn the most recent effort，secrecy 
seems to be the main weapon，with 
the exact ownership and intended 
fate of the hotel now shrouded in 
doubt. After two years,， negotiations 
between Shorenstein and the IHTA 
have again broken down. Attempts 
by the IHTA to meet with attorneys 
from Shorenstein's office have 
Proved fruitless，and it is evident 
that developers are trying to keeb 
their intentions Unknown to prevent 
another public protest. 

As in the past, the IHTA is pre- 
paring to fight any eviction action 
and has increased its legal staft， 
written government officials to pres- 
Suke 9horenstein for an explanation， 
and_ alerted tenants，The ensuing 
battle may well prove its most hard 
fought conflict. 

Amidst all the legal papers， 
deeds，financial balances，Sspecial 
representatives，bicket signs，and 
bulldozing plans, and even in light 
of the possible eviction of 110 elderly 
people，the Purpose of the tenant 
struggle may seem Unclear. Despite 
the housing shortage, t is obvious 
SO1te form of housing would exist 
for the evicted tenants，Moreover， 
the _ community organizations 
located in the hotel would be merely 
relocated，not destroyed 

From. the hotel tenant's view- 
point，however，loss of the hotel 
would be comparableto theloss of a 
home. After the 1968 fire，for ex- 
ample，3a bank loan of almost 
330,000 was secured from the Bank 
of America to repair fire damage 
and spruce Up the hotel. Many of 
the rooms were also newly fur- 
nished，and many volunteer hours 
were put in to make the place livable 
for the old people， As volunteer 
Emil de Guzman said when the 
worKk was completed,，“Before，this 
place was literally a flophouse，bnut 
now the people really feel they be- 
long here.”

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A walk thorugh the hotel re- 
veals，in fact，a very comfortable， 
friendly living situation. Upstairs, 让 
is clean .and quiet， Fresh blue and 
yellow Paint covers the doors，and 
8good smells emanate from the kit- 
chen almost constantly. Downstairs 
in the lounge, there is an abundance 
of furniture which even includes an 
old upright piano. A large sign on 
the front entrance reads “Everybody 
welcome,” and considering the 
rather shabby appearance of this re- 
porter when visiting the hotel，they 
seemed to mean 让. 

This friendly, human atmosphere 
is particularly apparent in the base- 
ment. There, old Pilipinos and Chi- 
nese，mostly former merchant sea- 
men，animately chatter， Visiting 
children scamper about，occasion- 
ally Upsetting things， One ”sees 
yellowing Chinese books， worn 
chairs，and an ancient Remington 
typewriter in the corner. 

jlt is true, of course, that the hotel 
is still far from being structurally 
perfect， The generous amotnts of 
paint used Upstairs does not 
completely cover all the aging， 
Scatrred wood. 9ome of the windows 
are dirty or cracked;, and plaster has 
fallen off the walls in many places. 
Many of the plumbing, heating, and 
lighting 和 ixtures are extremely old， 
and not all the furniture ls in good 
shape. 

Yet, the entire building is reason- 
ably clean, orderly, and strong. The 
Staircases don't buckle when walked 
on,， no dank smells come from the 
bathroom，and no rats Or cock- 
roaches inftest the woodwork. As for 
the imperfections which do exist， 
there is something about them that 
makes the hotel a much more com- 


_fortable，livable place。 As one el- 


derly Pilipino 一 a longtime mer- 
chant seaman who preferred to re- 
main anonymous 一 put it“Tve lived 
in dozens of places all my live，and 
this is the only place I call home.” 

And as the tenants of [Hotel pre- 
pare to fight eviction, it is clear they 
mieali to keep it.

_CHANGE IN CATEGORY 

Stating that the Army is not 
terminating its ， services to the
